A NATION'S MORALS. 



A (i\y weeks ii^'o ;i now divorce bill 
passed the French aeiiato, which ia calcu- 
lated to lower still furthur the luurul tuiiu 
of that'Jezebel among cities. The bar.s of 
matrimony are let down so low thntit will 
toke very little to get over them. The 
inarriago cereinoiiy, civil or religious, 
seums almost suportluous under the now 
law, aa the niarriago contract becomes, in 
effect, moroly an agreement botweeii two 
persons to live together aa lout; aa they 
like, or until either one of them wishes tu 
dissolve the contract. Among the grounda 
for which either luiaband or wife can ob- 
tain a divorce are adultery, cruelty, seri- 
ous insults; a sentence uf imprisonment 
except for certain ollences, absence and 
mutual consent. The divorced parties 
may marry aguni and may marry the eo- 
reapoadenta in their divorce suits of ihoy 
choose. A French Oatmdian paper says: 
'To say nothing of Franco's recent re- 
verses in war and diplomacy, there is one 
unmistakable sign of national decay luul 
one whicli is directly att ributable tu tlie 
infltienco of the great goddess of tlio Par- 
isians and tliat is the .signiticantly low 
birth rate of France. From 187<> to 1881 
the increase in the population only aver- 
aged 42 per cent, per annum and this in a 
time of peace. In 1827 the annual birth- 
rate of Franco 3 11 per hundred of 
the population. In ISSL it was 'J. 71), the 
lowest in Europe. From 1S71 to 1880 the 
population of l-'rusaia increased ut the rate 
of 1.13 per cent, per annum. In 1881 
there were 037,057 births in Franco and 
the population was 37, 07-, 048. In Prussia 
during the same year there were 1,0;^4,- 
C39 births among a poimlation of about 
twenty-seven or twenty-eight millions. 
How are we to account for the remarkable 
difference in the birth rates of the French 
people and of the French Canadians— the 
former the lowest in Europe, the latter 
higher than in Europe e.xcopt by the 
fact that the French Canadians h:ivo not 
cried great is Aselgeia of the Parisians and 
yielded themselves to lier influoncaj What 
is to bo the end of this condition of af- 
fairs in Fiiiutt:' If ;t continues tlie 
country must rai)idly decline in power. 
All history shows that [)ublic and private 
morality are 'he of a country's 
strength. The gr^ " "inpires of Persia, 
Greece and Koine declined and fell when 
vice crept in and corrupted the once hardy 
and virtuous nations. And on the other 
hand the fundamental virtue and honest 
of the Englisli aa a people are the chief 
cause of the position England holds to- 
day, in the front rank of nations and the 
moral head and center of the world. 



TEE AUSTRALIAN DROUGHT. 

Australia is suffering from one of her 
periodical droughts. For more than a year 
not a drop of rain has fallen in New South 
Wales and the loss to cattle and crops has 
been incalculable. A letter from New 
South NValea to a Scutch paper describes 
the condition of ali'airs. it says that for 
some two hundred miles on each side of 
the railway the country which was pre- 
viously a good agricultural region has 
been turned into a desert destitute of any 
green herl}age or of water worthy of the 
name. The sheep or cattle in the paddocks 
are dead or dying. Tho sun's scorching 
rays fall on fields as liard as iron. The 
leaves of the trees are, in wide regions, 
motionless as death itself, being unstir- 
red by a breath of wind. Tn the fields, all 
along the hills are to be .seen numerous 
aheop lying dead, and the skelotons of 
others bleached by exposure to the sun. 
From other parts of the (iolony » similar 
story of havoc and desolation comes. It is 
stated that there are thousands of aijuare 
miles of land baked and cracked and with- 
out a vestige of vegetation upon then: 
The entire crops for the past season have, 
of course, been lost. An atienipt was 
made to save the sheep and cattle by con- 
veying them to the coast, but the animals 
died on the way. One man, it is alleged, 
has lost 20,000 shei p. .iiiMtlier 50,000 and 
another 120,000. .Aiiogethcr the colony 
has lost iniUiiiiis of annuals, and many 
colonists who were jast year rich and pros 
perous are to-day reduced to poverty. .\ 
ilisaster tu agriculture such as this iniiat 
be far reaching indeed in its conBe(]uences. 
Hedncing the farmers to destitution it 
must make itself felt upon all branches of 
trade, upon every industrj' and upon the 
revenue of the cohniy. Tlie drought is to 
Australia what the cyclone i.s to lliu wi'st- 
ern states and what the earllKpuike la to 
iSouth America. It conies at retjular and 
fartoofrequentintervalsleaving in its wake 
desolation if not despair. The drought of 
.1883-4 has bi;en the most disastrous the 
people of Now South Wales over experi- 
enced. Wore it not for the great recuper- 
ative powers of the colony the future (;f 
New South Wales would'be dark indeed. 



TEE LORDS. 

There is quite a stir iu Englnud over the 
grovring dissatisfactiou with the fxi.siiiij^' 
coastitution of the house of lords. Tlic 
cry against the "irresponsible and unrnpre- 
sentntivo" legislators is waxing very strong. 
In onr issue of yi'sturday\ve jmblished trie- 
graphic reports of a great meeting and pro- 
cessiou of the tradi'S unions in I,niiil(in, 
and the sentiments expressed on tliat (jrra- 
sion were that "tlie eoutinm-il existence of 
the nnehecked power of impeding the will 
of the people exercised liy the house of 
lords is uot conducive to the popular \V(d- 
fare and the peace and prosperity of the 
conntry." In parUament, too, the subject 
of reoonstrncting the house of lords has 
been broached. John Bright has announc- 
ed that he will shortly introduce a measure 
to alter the construction of the house by 
providing for only a limited umuber of 
hereditary peernges, the gri'ater part of the 
house to be composed of petirs elected for 
life. Only extreme radicals eould desire to 
see the house of lords ubohshed, but that 
it will bo recoustructcd on a more liberal 
basis can hardly be doubted by those who 
watch the sigus of the times. ^ 

THE CHINESE COMMISSION. 

The British Columbia governmont 
should secure a roproaoiitation on the 
Chinese coiniuia.sion, otherwise the case 
of the province will nut bo represented at 
all. I\Ir. Chapleau lias had no experience) 
with the yellow man, and Jlr. Justice 
Gray is altogether tou hard-worked aa a 
judge to give the mattoi- the attention it 
deserves. The opponents of Chinese im- 
migration will stand before the commis- 
sion in a very disadvantageous light un- 
less the province shall secure a neat at tho 
board. If there is to be an inquiry it 
should be a full and impartial one.

Mr. Huang Sic Chen, with his secre- 
tary and interpreter, drove through the 
city and suburbs yesterday morning and 

in the evening were entertained at dinner 

by Mr. Wing Chong at tho restaurant of 
Quoiig Chang on Cormorant street. The 
repast, whioji comprised every comestible 
that is dear to the Chinese stom — heart, 
lasted until 10 o'clock in the evening. 
Yesterday afternoon Collector Haraloy 
was accorded an interview and to-day of- 
licial calls will be made. 

Mr. Chen says that his countrymen are 
contented bore, because they unjoy a de- 
gree of protection for life and property 
which is not to be found \n every country. 
They are id.so allowed to buy and soil pro- 
perty, which he considers an advantdtre 
both to the country and his people. 

.\sked about the possibility of war with 
France the plenipotentiary replied evasive- 
ly that his only source of information 
wore the .■\merieaii and English newspa- 
pers, which Boiiietimca displayed a singu- 
lar ivaiit of knowledge respecting Chinese 
politics.

'bilckboard,' a carriage peculiar to the 
northwest. The road.s were bad and we 
had a roui-h time o! it. We came by 
Kicking Horse Pass and crossed the fam- 
ous Kicking Horse river twenty times. I 
imagine it nm.st have looked nice when 
cros.sin:^ the river to have siieii three pairs 
of feet on the dashboaid, but not wit li- 
st audi iig our d illiculties wo arrived in cainp 
without any serious injuries. Our anna 
were the surest aa we had to hang on to 
the back uf the seat when going over huge 
boulders on the road. Our horses were 
mules, and they are fine aniinalH I am 
on^pared to reail a lecture two hours long 
on tliat mueh-to-be-pitied aiiunai called 
the mule. 1 love the mole. Wo have 
been here nearly si.x weeks already, and 
■ lut of that lime wo have had rain ov«ry 
day almost for four weeks. Uurcampis 
bo.iiitifiilly situated between Kicking 
Horse river and Porcupine Creek, a lash- 
iiio, .slashing, rolling, tumbling, iniiiature 
.Niiit;iira Falls, ruahini; down from the 
m'.oiilaiiis. We receive and send letters 
twice a week. One of the mail carriers 
the oilier day decamped with seven or 
eiudit hundred ilollars, one hundred and 
fifty of which ouroooks were sending home 
to their wives.

THE LAIVD OF THE EXILES. 

Th« IiiUabilHiits, Kvli(;ion and 
Otxiipatioii of a 'I'crra Iu- 

COgllitQ. 

Tho city ol Pakutsk, Siberia, is built 
in the bottom lands of the Lena, tho bluffs 
which usually run along tho river banks 
being hero about si.x miles distant. Tho 
houses are log built, with tho exception 
of two — a school and a wsrehouae — which 
are constructed of brick. Those of the 
well-to-do merchants are quite modern in 
appearance. There aro six pictiiresipie, 
well built brick churches besides two old 
unused chapels Near tho centre of tho 
town is an old fortress, built by the con- 
quering Cossacks 300 years ago. The in- 
habitants aro for the greater part Yakuti, 
who, as a rule, prefer the yourta of their 
aiioeatora to the mc^ro comfortable and 
healthful Russian log house. .-Vround 
each house ia usually a largo open apace, 
renembling a barnyard, in which horses 
and cattle are kept and storehouses for 
merchandise are' located. There are two 
schools supported by tho gavcrnment — 
one for boys and the other for yirla — be 
sides ono maintained by the city, and a 
fourth one for orphans supported by pri- 
vate aubacriptioiis. A hospital is abo pro- 
vided, and attached lo it is a amall house 
for thednsane. The mails arrive from the 
south once a week, oxcopt during the 
spring break up and in tho fall of tho year 
when the Lena freezes. Thence the mail 
ia Bont once a month to Nerchoyansk and 
Kolymak and once a year by way of 
Okotak to Petropaulouaky in Kainscliatka. 

The garrison consists of 200 soldiers, who 
are principally occupied in guarding the 
prison. 'Phe pay of the Bussian soldier in 
Yakutsk is ninety copeska (about forty-five 



ceufB) per quarter. His ration money, 
three and a lulf cents a day, is turned into 
the company fund for purchasing provi.-j- 
ions. For uniform he receives one coat, 
one pair of trousers and- one pair of boota 
annually, and an overcoat every two years. 
Ho is permitted to do outside work, bis 
earnings being divided so that he receives 
ouo-lialf, while oiie-ipiarter tjoes to the com- 
pany fund ami the other to the comrade 
who perforins bis niilitury dutn-s while he 
iu abiiout. 

Tho Cossacks, desceiuhmts of the coii- 
quorors of tho Vaknti, about '211(1 in num- 
ber, are variously employed as orddrlies to 
tho governor, police master and other 
offleiids; as escorts tj the political exiles on 
their way north lo Verchoyahsli, Kolymbk 
and other outlying settlements, and in car- 
rying the mails where no regular posts are 
established. The Cossack's term of service 
is twenty-five years. They are usually in- 
dustrious and well to do, an land is given 
them which they have the opportunity to 
cultivate while they are not on duty. 

The h'.nds in tho vicinity and south of 
Yakutsk, especially the bottom Uuids of 
the large rivers, tire very productive, 
yielding in the short aiiiiimers □ometiinus 
aa much as lifty bushels of wheat to the i 
acre, and other cereals in proportion. Bo- { 
sitlcs, tho uncultivated lands, consisting ' 
largely of numberless islands in the Lena, 1 
in the immediate neiLihborhooil of Va- 
kuliik, yield a rich harvest of hay in the ' 
month of August. They are generally aa- 
aigiied to tho Coaaacka, and as their wealth i 
depends upon the number of horses and I 
cattle they own, this is a matter of con- | 
siderable importance. | 

Tho Yakuti are beginning to cultivnto ' 
tho soil, but the principal and moat in- 
dustrious farmers in the district are the 
Scopci or eunuchs, members of a peculiar 
religious sect e.xiled from Russia. Of 
those there were in 1883 about 2,000 in , 
tho Yakutsk government. About six miles i 
fro 11 Yakutsk there is a village built by j 
tho Scopci and called Morelia. Coon the ! 
inhabitants of tliia village, and upon ex- 
iles belonging to a sect known as "the 
old believers," who live ne.ir by, the Kus- 
»iaii rosideiita depend for the necessaries I 
of life. I 

Both these classes of e.viles are indus- 
trious, thrifty and scrupulously clean 
people, who have built themselves neat 
houses and mills driven by horse power. 
A large proportion of them are iron work- 
ers, etc., and as they are, as a chiss, hon- 
est people, employ iiieiit ia given to them 
in preferoncu to all otlu^rs ill Yakuts)). 

Tho Yakuti, who form the principal i 
part of the populations, are called in their I 
own language tho tribe of the Sacha. Their ' 
coinple.xion is a dark yellow, and in their 
diamond shaped eyes as well as their l.in- 
L'uage, they give ineoiitruvertible evidence 
of their Mongol descent. Their language I 
belongs to the aame family as that of the 1 
Turk and Tartar. in fact tho Tartars, of 
which there aro n great many living in 
Yaknt.sh, as exiles, very i|uickly learn lo 
to speak the Yakuti tongue in conseiiuence ' 
of this intimate relation of the languagos. 
Tho Yakuti are engaged principally in i 
ruiaing horaes and cattle but in villages 
and towns they are tradeanion,and as such ) 
aro notoriously tricky, grasping and uure- | 
liable.

HeliveJ at 
Darmstadt for four ypars, during whic h 
period hs had freiiucnt intercourso witii 
tlie Princess, and read to her his letters 
on Voltaire. Much ii.s it may he r(^ 
gretteJ that the inilnence of Strauss 
should have been brought to bear upon 
her, no oue can help admiring tlie cour- 
age with which she faced the diflioul 
tiea to which his teaching gave rise; 
especially when one con.siiler.-^ with 
what reluctanci^ anil c\i'u distress she 
must have allowed his o])inion.s to in 
fluence her mind. In sharp contiictas 
they were with the most aucred tradi- 
tions of her youth, she yet did not 
shrink from acce|)ling llit; dedicalinn of 
his work on X'oltiiire. No doiiUt there 
is u non-helieviiig attitiiile which is 
easier to take . i' in every day life than 
the believing one.
